When Mr. Wilson, as president vetoed the 
original Knox resolution he said that to sign |t 
would be an “ineffaceable stain upon the gallantry 
onor of the United States.” It is now known 
esident Harding disapproves of this same 
Knox resolution, but as Candidate Harding he said 
Aug. 28. 1920, “I have already announced, “that 
I shall urge prompt passage of the resolution 
vetoed by the President, declaring at an end the 
preposterous condition of technical war, when we 
are actually at peace.” 
That statement was made almost a year ago, 
why does Mr. Harding still delay? He has evi­ 
dently come to the same conclusion as did Mr. 
Wilson as to the Knox resolution. He has found 
that the teacher-President had the right answer 
to the problem, and as the President of a great 
nation, Harding cannot afford to give a different 
answer to the world. Wilson's true speaking is 
now keeping a Republican President silent, and 
holding the two houses of Congress at a stand 
still. It may be aptly said of him, assuming that 
Mr. Wilson'is politically dead, “who being dead 
yet Bpeakhfch.*'. 
The Hpuse leaders have even gone so far as 
practically to say that Wilson was right, about 
the Knóx resolution by themselves speaking of it 
as “unnecessary and perhaps unwise” and "might 
raise tbe inference that we have disavowed or re­ 
pudiated the war.” 
A resolution called the “Porter Resolution” of 
peace, has passed the House and is said to have 
the approval of Mr. Harding. This resolution is 
declared by the Louisville Courier Journal to mean 
more of a surrender of our war rights, than did 
the hateful Knox subterfuge. Says the Journal 
further, speaking of the Porter declaration; * 
It declares a one-sided peace of sur­ 
render instead of enforcing a dictated peace 
of victory. It leaves us in the position of 
having declared peace with nothing to show 
for it and to petition Germany on her part 
to make peace with us on the best terms' 
she may be willing to concede to us. 
It leaves us, in truth, just where we 
were before we fought; for we could easily . 
have got a separate peace with Germany on 
her own terms before we fired a shot. 
If it is a fact that Mr. Harding favors the 
Porter resolution, and that he has turned from 
the Knox declaration, why does he still delay ? Can 
Mr. Harding not make up his mind, or is a state 
of technical war less “preposterous” to him, than 
when he was seeking votes for his election in No­ 
vember.
